Long before the Oddities debuted in the World 
Wrestling Federation, another superstar was considered 
the top “freak” in the World Wrestling Federation. In the 
1970s and 80s, George “The Animal” Steele gained 
notoriety for his thick hair, green tongue and tendency 
to eat turnbuckles! Children flocked to this Hall of 
Famer, while opponents ran in terror from his flailing 
attack. His stuffed animal, “Mine”, even became a cult 
phenomenon among wrestling fans. 

In the 1990s, George migrated from the ring to 
“behind the scenes,” becoming a top Federation 
official. He never completely retired and from time to 
time would still compete—as in December 1997 when 
he and Taka Michinoku battled Jerry “The King” Lawler 
and “Too Sexy” Brian Christopher on RAW. Despite the 
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surprise appearance, Steele and Taka lost the bout by 
disqualitication, due to the use of a foreign object that 
has become a trademark of the Animal’s career—which 
he claims is just an “optical illusion.” 

It was no mirage when the legendary Hall of Famer 
made his return to the World Wrestling Federation this 
past December as a mentor of the Oddities! During 
Sunday Night HEAT, Kurrgan, Silva and Golga wheeled 
out a huge gift box as a “Peace Offering” to the Head- 
bangers. When its wild contents were revealed, the 
Animal brutalized Mosh and Thrasher and chased them 
out of the arena! Now, many are saying the “original 
oddity” is tailor-made to lead Kurrgan, Silva and Golga 
into the next millennium! Perhaps all the Oddities needed 
was another freak to show them the way.

1998 will go down as a very busy year for titles in the 
World Wrestling Federation. With six championships up 
for grabs, the competition and World Wrestling Federation 
“Attitude” attained an alltime high each and every week. 
The action peaked prior to the New Year when nearly 
every Federation Title changed hands within a three- 
week span! 

At December’s “Rock Bottom” Pay-Per-View Mankind 
nearly claimed the grandest prize in the sport with a win 
over The Rock. Thanks to some doctoring of the rules by 
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Mr. McMahon, however, The Rock barely escaped 
Vancouver, British Columbia, with the gold. The following 
night on RAW, new Commissioner Shawn Michaels 
ordered the New Age Outlaws to give Ken Shamrock and 
the Big Boss Man a Tag Team Title rematch over the 
previous night. During the bout, HBK knocked Billy Gunn 
out cold with the Boss Man’s nightstick, allowing the 
“World’s Most Dangerous Man” to apply the Ankle Lock 
Submission on the unconscious DX member for the win 
and the gold. : 

The following week on RAW, Mr. McMahon entrusted 
his son Shane with the responsibility of running the 
company for one night. Confronted with an upset DX at 
the top of the show, the heir apparent gave Michaels the 
pleasure of stipulating matches featuring Road Dog 
against the Boss Man, Billy Gunn against Shamrock and 
Hunter and X-Pac facing The Rock and Test. In a shocking 
final decree, Shane allowed his temper to get the better of 
him when he challenged Mankind to a fight! 

Later on in the broadcast, the audience erupted when 
it appeared Billy had snared the Intercontinental 
Championship—until Michaels came down and pointed 
out that he had never used the words “Title Match.” 
Michaels said the only person who had claimed the 
match was for the gold was the ring announcer, and his 
opinion “didn’t mean squat.” Therefore, Gunn won the 
match but Shamrock retained the title! 

Road Dog put all doubt aside prior to his contest with 
the Boss Man by convincing the Cobb County law man to 
put the Hardcore Title up for grabs. In a falls count 
anywhere, no holds barred match the superstars used the 
steel steps, a five-gallon bucket, a steel tray, a broom, an 
electric fan, a noose and the belt to assault each other! As 
they battled out in the crowd, Mankind appeared and 
threw a net over the head of the champion and then 
clobbered him with a nightstick, allowing Road Dog to 
score the victory and the Hardcore Championship! 

Team Corporate’s night was made even more pressing 
when the Boiler Room Dweller nearly annihilated the 
second-in-command in their fight. If not for the rest of Team 
Corporate coming to Shane's rescue, his future as the 
leader of the Federation may have been in serious jeop- 
ardy! Their losses were avenged by the end of the broad- 
cast when in a stunning coup for the McMahons, Kane 
aligned himself with Team Corporate.

DUANE GILL 


In the early 1990s, Duane Gill was what insiders call a 
“preliminary wrestler”, or hired competition looking to get 
noticed. Amid an army of athletes trying to “make it” in 
the sport, this Baltimore, Maryland native lost better than 
anyone in the game. Just like a football team, the World 
Wrestling Federation athletes needed a tackling dummy to 
practice with! 


After finding his back to the mat once too often over 


a six-year career, Gill left the 
Federation to seek employ- 
ment down South with World 
Championship Wrestling. 


Tragedy struck when he 
suffered a major shoulder 
injury in 1996, 


Mp, 
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forcing him out of the sport. During his recuperation, he 
earned a living as a “maintenance technician” for the 
Board of Education. He also became an assistant coach 
with the nearby Pasadena (Maryland) Chargers, the local 
9-year-old junior football team that in 1997 went 12-0 
and won the county championship, and is 11-0 as of this 
printing and headed for another championship! He was 
fully prepared for life outside the squared circle... until 
opportunity came knocking at his door. 

This past November, Gill received a telephone call 
from one of Mr. McMahon’s front office representatives 
requesting his services for some upcoming events. 

“They told me they wanted to use me at some of the 
shows,” Gill said in a phone interview. “And | said, 
‘Yes, sir, that sounds great.’” Then he asked me if | knew 
what November 15 [1998] was. And | said, ‘No, sir, 
| don't have a calendar handy.’ When | learned it was the 
Survivor Series [“Deadly Game”] and | would be facing 
Mankind on behalf of Mr. McMahon, | said, ‘Wrestling 

on a Pay-Per-View?! OH, MY GOD!” 

After two years out of the sport, Duane made his 
return to the World Wrestling Federation in the first 
round of the “Deadly Game” tournament—even getting 
his own video and pyrotechnics. Despite the excitement 
of the moment, Mankind quickly downed him. 

Determined not to let the loss destroy his 
comeback, Gill appeared one week later on 

RAW, facing Christian in a light heavyweight 

title bout. While getting his brains kicked in, 

Al Snow and the J.O.B. Squad came to his 
rescue—helping him score the win and the gold! 
After the victory, the new phenomenon was made a 
full-fledged member of the J.O.B. Squad! 

“Everything is happening so quick,” Gill said. “Work- 
ing for the Board of Education, | would have never expected 
this to happen! It’s like a dream come true. I’m having a 
hard time believing it myself. And the next time the 
Federation comes near Pasadena, Maryland, my football 
team will be in the crowd cheering the loudest!” W

Hulk Hogan versus Randy “Macho Man” 
Savage. Bret “Hit Man” Hart versus 

Shawn Michaels. Throughout World Wrestling 
Federation history, one feud stands out above 
all the others as a battle of wills so fierce that 
the usual motives—titles, money, achieving 
“one’s place in the sport’s annals—seem 
secondary. In these types of wars, a combat- 
ant feels possessed by his adversary and must 
exorcise him in order to move to the next 
level. What the wrestler doesn’t realize is that 
his soul will never be purged of his opponent. 

For more than a year, The Rock and Stone 
Cold Steve Austin have been engaged in this 
type of fight, achieving a level of antagonism 
both men will carry for the rest of their lives. 
- Some have argued that the two are so en- 

’ grossed in the conflict that they barely hear 
the cries of the fans echoing around them as 
they smash each other against the guardrail 
or draw blood with the use of a foreign object 
or chair. But spectators realize they're watch- 
ing something unique, a clash 
that already ranks with the 
greatest contests of all time. 

To fans of a certain age, 
the battles between Austin 
and The Rock hark back to the 
savage contests waged by 
World Wrestling Federation 
icon Bruno Sammartino 
and young Larry Zbyszko, 
a conflict exacerbated 
by the fact that, both 
professionally and emotion- 
ally, Sammartino was like a

father to his rival. Zbyszko was an ambitious 
teenager when he first approached the two- 
time World Wrestling Federation titleist at 
his home, asking to learn the sport of kings. 
Sammartino was generous with his knowl- 
edge, sparing nothing as he coached his 
pupil on the fundamentals of the game. But as 
time passed, Zbyszko felt he could not escape 
his mentor’s shadow and asked for a match 
with the “Living Legend.” Sammartino thought 
he was engaging in.a scientific contest, 
but Zbyszko had other ideas. He bloodied 
his teacher with a chair and demeaned the 
reputation Sammartino had worked so hard 
to build. ? | 

Sammartino pulverized his rival in a memo- 
rable Cage Match at New York City’s Shea 
Stadium in 1980. Soured by the experience, 
however, Bruno retired not long afterward. 
Zbyszko went on to have an enviable career, 
becoming the last man to hold the now 
defunct American Wrestling Association 
(AWA) title. But the first thing fans remember 
about the heralded athlete is his betrayal of 
the man who nurtured him. 

Jealousy was also at the core of the clash 
between Hulk Hogan and Randy “Macho 
Man” Savage, who had banded together 
to form what many 
eae say was the mightiest 
tag team in history.

mania in the mid-1980s took a paternal stance around 
Savage, closely advising him after the Macho Man won 
the World Wrestling Federation Championship at 
WrestleMania IV. As the Mega-Powers tag team, the duo 
was seen as unbeatable until Savage accused Hogan 
of having feelings for the Macho Man’s attractive manager, 
and later wife, Miss Elizabeth. 

Like Zbyszko, Savage paid a price for his immaturity— 
Hogan vanquished him for the championship at WrestleMania 
V in 1989. Savage would later regain the belt, and—in 
WCW-—his partnership with Hogan and Elizabeth. But the alle- 
giance was only superficial. Away from the ring, Hogan 
and Savage despise each other as much as they did when 
they faced off a decade ago. 

Yet the animosity they felt 
probably pales in compari- 
son to the hatred Bret “Hit 
Man" Hart harbored for 
Shawn Michaels. To Hart, a 
proud, second-generation 
competitor, Michaels per- 
sonified everything that was 
wrong with professional 
wrestling. The Heartbreak 
Kid was flashy, boastful and 
relatively indifferent to the 
traditions that precede him. 
But he was also a great 
wrestler who'd beaten Bret 
for the World Wrestling 
Federation Championship at 
WrestleMania XIl in 1996. 
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“Hart was the titleist again when the pair” 


squared off at the Survivor Series in 1997. The 
“Hit Man” saw the match as an opportunity to 
undo the humiliation of WrestleMania XIl, and 
to prove that he was indeed the greater 
athlete. Michaels—resentful of Bret’s claim to 
being “the best there is, the best there was and 
the best there ever will be”—vowed that their 
confrontation would show that the Hit Man 
was strictly “a legend in his own mind.” 

. It was neither Hart or 
~Michaels who played the 
conclusive role in the out- 
come, but rather World 
Wrestling Federation owner 
Vince McMahon. From ring- 
z~. side, McMahon took it upon

For months the controversy surrounding this 
confrontation was the talk of wrestling. As fans 
were distracted by the heated rhetoric, the 
enmity between The Rock and Austin was 
building. In December 1997, Austin was the 
World Wrestling Federation Intercontinental 
Champion, and The Rock had yet to come into 
his own fully. Fearful of being outshone, he 
depended on his allies in the Nation— 
D’Lo Brown, Faarooq and Kama (a/k/a The 
Godfather)—1o rush to his aid when he was in 
danger. Well aware of his situation, Austin 
turned up for a memorable match in a black 
pickup truck, parked the vehicle at ringside 
and lept into battle. After surviving a four-on- 
one beating, Austin managed to backflip D’Lo 
out of the ring onto the windshield, and then 


‘punished him with the Stone Cold Stunner on 


the roof of the truck’s cab. With the momentum 
on his side, the Rattlesnake used his signature 
maneuver to pin The Rock. 

Austin now tried to pretend that The Rock— 
and his aspirations of holding the Interconti- — 
nental title—meant little to him. Brazenly 
mocking Mr. McMahon and his titles, 

», Austin surrendered the belt, toss- 
ing it off a bridge and feigning 
disinterest as officials bestowed 
the championship on his ad- 
versary. When questioned by 
reporters about The Rock, 
Austin claimed he had bigger 
challenges... and his actions 
seemed to match his words. He 
triumphed at the 1998 Royal 
Rumble and made World 
Wrestling Federation history 
by capturing the champion- 
ship at WrestleMania XIV.

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e will no longer be remembered as the guy 
who fell from the sky and lived to tell about it. 

He will no longer be remembered as the kid who 
ate worms to ward off the schoolyard bullies. 

He will forever be remembered as a World 
Wrestling Federation Champion. 
~ No matter what the length of Mick Foley's reign, 
history will record that on a snowy evening in 
Worcester, Massachusetts, the “King of Hardcore” 
became the “King of Sports-Entertainment”. He over- 
came the odds—not from ringside adversaries, but 
from the doubters who said he would never make it 
and all the years of toil and punishment, which have 
nearly guaranteed him a future as a cripple. 

Mrs. Foley's baby boy grew up with that strange 
threshold for pain. We've never been able to de- 
scribe it and | think, sometimes, we take it for grant 
ed. Through every painful step, Mick’s career has 
been punctuated by physically deforming landmarks. 
Like monuments built for heroes, every scar repre- 
sents a memory, a story to tell his grandchildren from 
what very well might be a wheelchair. But just like a 
visitor to a symbolic statue, Foley’s fans remember the 
stories of their hero's triumphs and anguish and will 
surely pass them on to future generations. 

While Mick pays a price to leave a legacy be- 
hind, his family sees the toll it has taken along the 
way. Mick’s wife, Collette, agonized when her hus- 
band cheated death in the infamous Hell in a Cell 
match at the 1998 King of the Ring. From their home 
in the Florida panhandle, she could do nothing but 
wait for the traditional postmatch phone call from her 
husband while their two children wondered if Daddy 
would be alright. 

Horrible! was how Collette Foley described her 
feelings as Mick suffered through a career in Japan 
that permanently scarred her husband. 

“But the Hell in a Cell match was probably 
the epitome of what he had endured,” Collette 
explained. “All the endless injuries, especially to the 
head... | know that one of these days he’s going to 
slow down. It’s amazing to me that he has lasted 
this long.” 

The fear of the inevitable in her voice is obvious. 
She would dearly love for him to stop, but knows she 
can't stop him. Collette has had to rely on the faith 
in what she describes as Mick's “vision” to get her 
through the past 14 years. | 

“When he’s coughing up blood on TV, | can see 
it,” she laments. “But | am relying on that faith in 
the insight he has [to know he'll be alright].” 

A leap of faith from a roof top onto a pile of

mattresses during the making of a home movie is 


where the journey for Mick to the top began. Hardly 
a road well-traveled for men who have previously 


held the same title, but it was the only path for Mick. — 
As we saw during his teenage “Dude Love” years, 
Mick's singular dream was to one day become the 
World Wrestling Federation Champion. The leap we 
saw the adolescent Mick Foley make hurt like hell. 
But he got up... : 

He kept getting up, you know. The Death Matches, 
the Barbed Wire, Hell in a Cell... one day, however, 
he may not get up. It is a reality that all athletes must 
face. Mick and Collette have talked about this possi- 
bility. Sure, it scares them, but Collette realizes the 
pride her husband has in his job drives him. No mat- 
ter how hurt he is, when he comes home it's family 


time. Trips to Disney World are a must for the Foleys. 


Perhaps there is no bigger fan of Christmas than 
Mick. On that cold December evening, Santa Claus 
brought Mick the present that he’s always wanted. St. 
Nick knew what a good boy Mick really is... 

Accomplishment. Collette believes that is what 
winning the Federation Championship means to 
her husband. 

“This is his destiny. He lived out his dream from 
when he was 15 years old by getting to be Dude 
Love, but this is the icing on the cake. The cake has 
been delicious, but this is the icing... 

After becoming the Federation Champion, Mick 
spoke to the crowd about what winning the champi 
onship means to him. Even though this was the great 
est moment in his professional career, the celebration 
wasn't about him. It was about his family. He dedicat- 
ed the match to his two children, Dewey and Noelle. 
Collette said the kids have grown up with Mick on 
the road, so the family is well adjusted. The Hell in a 
Cell match scared the kids, however. That made what 
Daddy does on TV, it appears, a little too real. 

Apologies and explanations followed that night 
rs the Foley family seemed to grow closer because 
Orit.) 

Revelling in victory, Mick Foley received a hero's 
celebration from D-Generation X. For Mick, being in 
with DX would never have happened when he was a 
kid. They were the cool clique and he just didn’t fit in. 
But as adults, those barriers can be broken down, 
if only momentarily. Not only were they happy for 
Mick, but it was also a shot against the establish- 
ment. Beating Mr. McMahon, even if it only happens 
once and lasts but an instant is satisfying for those 
like Mick and the degenerates, who don't fit the 
corporate mold. 

Back home, Collette knows a hero's weenie 
awaits Mick when he returns from the road—not only 
because he is the Federation Champion, but just 
because he’s home. |
